THE WATER LOAN BYLAW— 
SHALL THE WOUKti FASH 
INTO PlilVATE HANDS? 

The Btatomont muda by a correspond- 
ent of this journal that the editor of the 
Standard, who is vehemently opposing 
the passage of the water and other bylaws, 
'had not paid his oity taxes, has been veri- 
fied by an enquiry at the oity hall. The 
gentleman is heavily in arrears, bo has 
not ooatributert a cent to the oiTio rev- 
enue for a long time; and tho pity of it ia 
that ho can neutralize tho vote of a oitizoii 
who keeps all his engagements with tho 
oity. The lavr should ba altered. Tho 
man-who oan but will not pay his muni- 
cipal taxes should not ba allowed to have 
a vote iu the disposition of funds towards 
which he is not a aoDtribatq.r. Three 
Buocessivo mayors and oouuoillbrB after 
thoroughly exiiniiQing into the clrouni- 
Btaucos have decided that an extension of 
the oity water system is necessary. Twice 
■ bylaf to affect the objeot has been sub- 
mitted to the ratepayers and twice it has 
been negatived. The present mayor and 
council after giving the subject mostcare-' 
ful oonsidoration and calling to their aid 
experienoed engineers, have arrived iit 
the conclusion thn.t to asBuro the health, 
safety and convenience of citizens 
■n extension of the water workS: 
is necessary. Ratepayers are now 
asked it they are ' prepared 
to vote doivii tho by-law at'tho request 
of a gentleman who enjoys all tho benefits 
of municipal expenditure — lights, attcots, 
aidewalks, police, tire brigade and sani- 
tation — without himself meeting his pecu- 
niary obligations to the municipalityi 
Let us suppose for a moment the water 
by-law defeated. What would follow? 
A petition to tho Supreme Conrt for the 
appointment of a receiver of the water 
revenue, and a demand upon tho city for 
tho payment to (he receiver of the profits 
that have accrued from the sale of water. 
These profits have been expended oil gen- 
eral city accounts; not by this council, but 
by procediiif; ones. The amount^ is very 
heavy — running into many thousands. 
The demand could not be complied with, 
and the <?i<ire rtvmue of tho city would 
pass into the hands of the receiver, until 
every dollar due the water works account 
had been liquidated. While tho procoaa 
of liquidation was going on all public 
works would Btup, sidewalks and streets 
would be neglected, lights would be ex- 
tinguished, salaries would be unpaid, and 
> tthe' ,whple . maohinery of the city 
govBrninent would go — as Mantalini 
would express it — "to the demni- 
tion bow-wows." The receiver might 
elect to sell the water works to a private 
^r.roompany who would bind themselves to 
ftiVpfrty all ratepayers living within the 
^'nunioipality; and an order of court or 
»n aot of the legislature might couSrm 
the sale. Thus our fellow-citizens would 
behold passing out of their hands and 
into thoBB of private speculators a prop- 
erty which ia a oon'taiit source of profit 
to the oity, and which in the long run, if 
extended and worked to the best advan- 
tage as proposed under the water works 
by law, would yield so largely that taxa- 
tion would be very materially reduced. 
Under the existing system water rales 
are merely nominal. Throw the works 
into the hands of men who, determined 
' n(k£na«exe.the last cent out of the rate- 
p»yBrt,*would plaoea" meter on the prem- 
ises of every oonsumec, and people would 
then understand the significance of a 
water rate. The water works, although 
very imperfect in supply, yield a large 
profit annually to the city. It ii illegiil 
to apply the proceeds of that profit to any 
other purpose than the improvement of 
the water • system until every rate 
payer within the limits shall have re- 
ceived an abundant supply. Does 
every ratepayer receive an abundant 
supply 1 Apply to the dirty surface 
sewers, the du»ty streets, the parched 
gardens, the empty water tanks for an 
ftnsirer. Tbe.supply is not one-third of 
Wh'at it sTJouTd be and not one-half what 
it will be if tho water wurka bylaw is ao 
oepted un Tucddny next. In our opinion 
no greater caUinity ahorl of a pestilence 
or a devastating cunQagratiun could befall 
this town than to have its water-works 
pass into private hands. But great as the 
calamity would be, it is a ountingenoy that 
will have to be faced if an adverse vote 
on the water bylaw shall be cast on 
Tuesday. In preceding iirlioles it his 
been shown that iu coiisoquence of an 
imperfect water supply iiisunmco rates on 
certain city properties wore advanced. 
Givo the city a force that would throw a 
stream over tho highest building and 
there would be no need of lire engines. 
The hydrant syBtuni luid a few Iiobo carts 
would answer every purpose; rates of in- 
auranoe would be at once lowerel and 
taction for general oity parpoies would 
be r^uoed. 

^ THS ORINESE PEASANTRY 

Of sioBll feet and pigtails, says the 
Nineteenth'Century, it is not necessary to 

say much. Both are considerad ornaments 
in their way, and a nation whoso sons 
wear bell-toppora, and whoae daughters 
go in for a variety of distortions, must be 
chary of criticising other people's pecu- 
liarities. Pigtails, it may not generally be 
known, are not in their origin Obinese. 
When the. present rulers of China, who 
are Manehus, Boizedupon tho empire over 
two centuries ngo, they issued an edict 
commanding all Chinese to shavo their 
heads audgrow a tail likothemselves. There 
was a good deal of trouble at first in en- 
forcing such an order, but tho Chinese have 
loug ago forgotten that '.ho uppendago 
of which they are so proud is a badge of 
oonfjuest. It would bo hard to find any- 
where a more submissive subject or a 
more thoroughly good natured boinij than 
' the Obinese peasant. His hard strugt(l« 
for existence scarcely leaves him time to 
grumble with his lot. No mechanical 
inventions have ynt relieved hiiu from the 
burden of toil, llis knowledge of the 
world extends only to tho nu.xt niarkei 
town. No newspaper brings. him intoUi- 
getioe frbm otber lands, and to hiiu Ciiina 
i» the first- ' and only nation iu exist- 
ence. All other countries are subor- 
dinate to tho Emperor of China, aud all 
the princes of the oiirlli owe allegiance to 
the court of Poking. Tell on ordinary 
countryman iir the north' that there are 
nations in Europe independent of China, 
and he smiles at your thinking him so in- 
nocent as to boHeve such a story. Peking 
itself still remains the headquarters of 
Celestial igiioraiioo and prejudice. Near- 
ly every state in Kumpo hii.s itH represen 
tative there, and in the stroots you meet 
^ioUyi'broad-fsoed, Ktiijiiing Mongolians 
' im^'i Wwlf iJi^te'y yellow-roji- 



ed Lamas from Thibet, the puny white- 
clad Corean from his forbidden land in 
the cast, Anameao and Sianieae from the 
south, and Nepaulese .from tho eonfinoa 
of our Ind|iAn empire. The spectacle pre- 
sented by1i&6h1i|mf>tley variety of na- 
tionalities only ^iranrms the ordinary na 
tive in the belief that they have, one and 
all, come to pay their respects and offer 
their tribute to tho "Lord of all under 
heaven." In southern Oliiiia, knowledge 
is a little more widely difluaod, for emi- 
gration has there introduced a slight 
leavening of foreign influence. 
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Mr. Mohun, 0. E , had a well written 
letter in the Times luat evening on tho 
question of a further water supply. Mr.

With the 
money obtained from tho loan in hand 
the oi uiioil will be able to choogo tho beat 
and least exponaivu plan for obtaining an 
adt;()t!ato supply; and if Mr. Mohun's 
scheme is feasible and pructicable (and it 
looks well on the aiu fucc) it will stand an 
excellent olianco of .HloiitiDii.

DELAYKit omrA rcllES. 

UNITKU STATES. 
Nkw ^ouk, Aug. 18 — T. P. O'Connor 
cables from London to the Star: The 
recall of the Hritiah comuiisaion for de- 
limitation of the Afghan frontier ia a 
aharp tory reminder that there ar.! oihur 
uuoatiuna pressing for solution, (jutaije of 
Ireland. The reason assigned by the 
govoruraent organs fur the recall ia that 
the question that has arisen cannot be 
satisfactorily settled on tho spot. Lord 
Salisbury desires to consult Uol. Ridgo- 
way as to the maps and strategiuul im- 
portance of the district claimed by Rus- 
sia. The situation is delicate, and may 
easily lead to a war between llussia and 
Afghanistan, involving England. Tho 
incident displays tho fresh folly of L'lrd 
Iddesloigh's ap[)oiiitnvjnt to trie foreign 
office. Ho is utterly incompetent to curry 
on negotiations on affairs of first class im- 
portance, possibly lejtdiug to war, and 
Lord Salisbury has been compellod to 
take charge of tho matter. The effect of 
tho aonaation ia to divert Htteiiiiiui to a 
certain extent from home to f irui^n tnat- 
tera, and to place the latter in the front 
rank. 

The Star's London special says: "An- 
ticipatory reports of the Chicago conven- 
tion cabled here represent tho decision of 

the convention as a foregone conclusion 
against the settlement of the Irish ({uea- 
tion short of complete aeparation. Theje 
reports have already done damage to 
home rule prospects in England and Scot- 
land, as shown by telegrams from all 
points, and have enormously strengthen- 
ed the tories and unionists. Comments 
on the version of Finnorty'a speech 
cabled here are now coining in from tho 
provinces, aud show that the statements 
made by Finnerty havo shaken Glad- 
stone's work more than everything tho 
tories aud unionists have said and done 
all put together. 

!sT. Loui.s, Aug. 18. — A special from 
Laredo aays: The ooinmander of the 
Mexican post at New Liredo yesterday 
purchssed a largo amount of ammunition 
from various firms in Laredo and alao 
aboiit all the Winchesters that were for 
sale in the town. Tho commander is said 
to have expressed the upuiion that Cut- 
ting would never be liberated till ho had 
served out his sentence. 

UuACUOCA, Aug. 17 — AntoHia (i.mzal- 
es, a Mexican employed by the govern- 
ment to carry dispatchea to Capt. Lawton, 
and who Ibft here Auguat 4th, returned 
to-day. He reports that on his wuy back, 
when nine miles south of Fruntenez, he 
was met by Geroniino, Natchez and three 
Mexicans, who miatookhim for a resident 
of Mexico. In a conservation which took 
place he learned that Geronimo was on 
his way to Froterez to try and make 
terms of peace with tho Mexican authori- 
ties, in order that Sonora might bo a base 
of operations for raiding iolo New Mexico 
and Arizona.

Belfast, Aug. 20. — The Protostanta 
here are very much irritated over Lord 
Randolph's defense of tha police engaged 
here during the riots.

Debate on ilic 41 uvea's Speech. 

Guilty of Wilful ITlurder— Par- 
uellttcs Dtifiuut. 

* ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. l*J. — At u meeting of tho 
Parnollito mombors hold in tho house of 
commons, before the meeting of that body, 
Parnellpresidod; seventy wero present. 

The United Ireland, of Dublin, Mr. 
Parnell's organ, reiterates the declaration 
that there will be war to tho knife against 
Lord Salisbury, The people of Ireland, 
it says, will roiisb him with a desperation 
and skill that has never befora been dis- 
played. 

The meeting deoidod to discuss the 
Irish question, oBpecially the Belfast riots 
during tho dobato in thu commons in re- 
ply to tho queen's speech, and also to en- 
deavor to learn the intentions of the gov- 
ornmeiit in regard to Ireland. 

In the house of lords this afternoon, 
Eiirl Gianvilla asked that tho new gov- 
ernment muko u olear statemant of its 
contoniplated Irish policy. 

Tho iluko of Argylo, unionist, denied 
that a inambor of the late govornraont 
waa ju.Htitied in making such a demand 
and took occasion to make a long speech, 
disaecting, as bo called it, Qladstone's 
Irish policy, which tha duka dotoribed as 
amisei:ikble fiasco of. cnaning up, to the 
mast head the flagof PofDelfand the Irish 
nationalist party. 

Lord O.iwald inoved, and Lord Darvoa 
seconded tho address in reply to the 
([ueen's speech. 

^iilisbury admitted that the situation in 
Burmah was unsalislaotory, but thought 
it was not a reason for apj>rahension. The 
Afghan boundary oomittission hid not 
been withdrawn. Although a dilFerence 
had ariaun in roirard to the boundaries it 
could be settled us easily in Loadun and 
St. Petersburg us on tho spot. There 
waa a reasonable prospect of accord be- 
tween EngliUid and Russia. With regard to 
tho Afghan boundary policy of the gov- 
ernnibiit toward Turkey, it would ba well 
to continue the policy of late years. 

Referring to Ireland Salisbury said tho 
government would toko every step to 
maintain social order and protection of in- 
dividual rights. It was necc.iairy lo have 
lime for inquiry, befero eiitorinjt into tho 
details regarding the reform measures of 
the govenimeat, With respect to cduca 
tion and local governiiiont for Ireland he 
waa unable to furiiiah a sketch ol the gov- 
.erument'a proposals, one of which would 
be a special enquiry as t<» tha means for 
healthily devehipiiig the material 
aourcea uf Irel.md. Thuro would also bo 
an enipiiry into thu Bt-lfast rioting. 
Tlioro was no prima facie evidence for im- 
pugning the conduct of the police of Bel- 
fast. 

A common tossioaal order, declaring 
the interfereaoe&of peers in eleociuns fur 
membera of the House of Oommons a high 

infringeniont ot lliu liberties and privi- 
leges of the couiiuoiia will not bo renewed 
thia year. Ho said the order was con- 
atantlv treated with contempt. It was 
therefore practically obsolete and might 
IIS well bo abatidouod, if it was not en- 
forced. He pointied out very active 'in- 
terference in behalf of the Tory and 
Unionist tatidiiiatea, and againat CJIad- 
stoniana by Karls of Wcaluiiuster, Loicus- 
tor, Montague, the Dukes ot' Norfolk and 
Argyle, during tho rucoiit elections, and 
coutended if peera wero to be perniittud 
thua to defy the ancient and much boast- 
ed rights of tl'.e Comraoua, the latter 
initiht as well expunge tho sassioual order 
and save theinsohos from occupying so 
ridiculous a position, lie conloiided that 
the Earia and Dukes he had mentioned 
had violated the ordtr wilfully during the 
last campaign. 

L ird Randolph Churchill, speaking for 
tho government, ask»tl if ho w»s correct 
in stating that Bradl.iugh had intiinati d 
the intention to obntruc the business of 
the Hiuiee\er^ night until Lis motion 
was disposed uf. Many members res- 
ponded no, no. Mr. Bradlangh denied 
that ho had in any way iudlcated siioh in- 
tention. Churchill thereupon suggested 
that the houae :i11imv tho order to bo re- 
sumed and the houae appoint a committuo 
early next sess^ion to enquire into the 
whole m;itter. 

Mr Gladstone spoke in apparent ap- 
proval of the tory leaders' saggeitions, 
and intiinaied that he would support the 
government's propositi. A div{ll6n WBS 
ttien taken and the order sustained byi.K 
vote of '294 lo 140. 

Churchill save notice that at tho con- 
clusion of the debate ou the. address in 
anawer to tho Queen's speech he will 
move to ^''ve the supply and appropria- 
tion bills proeodeiion. 

Hicks-Beach, Socrutary for Ireland, re- 
plying for the uovornniL-nt to 'Ihonias 
Sexton, aaid the government would re- 
({iiiro notice before stating whether or not 
they intended to withdraw tho extra 
police froin liolfast. IIo would say the 
government iiitonded iiicreuaiiig the num- 
ber of conimissioncrs appointed to enquire 
into the Belfast riots, and also inteud to 
increase tho scope of the inquiry tu bj 
made by the oommissionera. The gi v- 
ernment had no preaeDtintentioo to ap- 
point a royal oominisuoner to investigate 
the disorder, although thoy would conaiJ- 
or the adviaability of unahliiig thu com- 
missioners to taho testimony under oath.

Parnell took the oath of olfico and his 
seat for Cork city. 

King Harmon moved, Mr. Maclean 
seconded the address in answer to ipeeoh 
from the throne. 

IRELAND. 
Bf.lkaht, Aug. 19 — The magistrates of 
Bulfaat are in a tjuandary as to how to 
proceed, in view of the vordiit cf wilful 
murder found against iii'ie pnliobmoa at 
tho secret meeting to-day. Tho polioo- 
nioii have not yet beon arrostud. They 
are charged with unuecesaary firing on 
citizens during the rucent riot. 

Tho nine policeinoii have been arrested 
and sent to jail. They intend to apply 
to the court ill the (Queen's bench for 
perniiaaion to givo bail. Two mobs gath- 
ered to-day and indulged in atmii; throw- 
ing, but soon dinpersi'd, AUairs here 
havo alnioal resiuiied their normal condi- 
tion, and no mure serious rioting being 
foared, the military proceudmgs hsvu boon 
relaxed.

I is clearly forbidden. 

Having regard to the topography of 
Itiirnii'd Inlet and its aoulhurn shore, we 
raiiiMt conceivo that any lino could be 
liiiili more in the nature of an "exten- 
sion," than that which is [iropoaed. 

It is hardly necessary to add that aec- 
tion 1 (,f tho Act of 1881, (page 4), be- 
fore referred to, and section 21 of the same 
.Act (SCO page 14), rc()uire us to construe 
and uulecd make the agreement and the 
cliartor a portion of that .\ct. 

We should not make any further obser- 
vatioua, e.\cept that there are some re- 
marks in the judgment appealed from, as 
to the company's power of making branch 
lines,, with which we do not agrae; and 
which we think we should not pass over 
unnoticed;^ although thuy do not form 
part of the actual decision. 

The learned Chief Justice aeeins to con- 
aider th.il the company may not 
build a lir.ii:ch line of more than six 
miloa in length, but we are dispoaod to 
Agree with Mr. Drake's contention on 
thi.s point — that section 14 (page l.'i) of 
the Act of 1881, authorizing the company 
"to make branch lines from any point or 
points along their main lino of railway to 
any piiint or points within the territo^-y of 
the Duiuinioii," repeals the six mile limit 
us being totally inconsistent with it. 
(Seepage 14, Acts of 1831, and Section 
22 ) 

But wo do not wish to bo understood as 
applying ttiis observation to the 0i>se8 dealt 
with by section 7 sub-sectiou 17 of the 
Act sf 1879. 

The learned chief justice says that ac- 
Cvir.-liiiy to tho tenor of Mr. Drake's con- 
teiiti.iii the company are entitled un the 
deposit of a map tu construct any line 
which they may choose to call a branch 
lino, though it be 500 miles in length and 
pass through the heart of the ohief cititi 
of Oanada, without notice to private own. 
ers and without compensaliou or security 
for cotn[)ensBtion. 

But we think the legislature has guard- 
ed against such abuses by companies in 
making their branch lines in section 7,
